1 . This is a response to the Election/Restriction filed on 5/1 6/08. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-11, 32-36 and 39 are allowed. Claims 1 , 32 and 39 are independent 
claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fail to teach or suggest a memory device , in combination 

with other limitations, wherein 

A second variable resistor connected between the third terminal and a second 

terminal having a resistance which changes in a direction opposite to a direction of 
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change of the first variable resistor in accordance with a polarity of a pulse voltage 
between the third terminal and the second terminal as recited in the independent claims 
1 and 39; or 

A method for writing of data in a variable resistance memory cell comprising the 
steps of changing a resistance value of a first variable resistance device of the variable 
resistance memory cell; and changing a resistance value of a second variable 
resistance device of the variable resistance memory cell in a direction opposite to that of 
the first variable resistance memory device as recited in the independent claim 32.

4. The following prior art, which is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure 
although not relied upon, includes: 

Gilton (US. Pat. No. 6,737,726) discloses a resistance variable device similar to 
that of the present application, but fails to disclose the claimed limitations as described 
above.
